Perak ver Tho paths were over very rough country antl thou h

Surveyin, 13 often very trying work, as for suecess ib doy ends 
on the slate of the werthe, and, im a iainy county such ws tus, 
requues constant change of locity TT) keep the paty nthe 
move when away from the leaten lack 14 tiresome wid dufeult, 
Caulfield accompanied me up a momnibtean nea wlom, and ib was

buned by the hands of fiiends The companion who had buen 
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sleeping new the man having tuned sey in y mht ant Jost lis

We constiucted rafts, and floated down the Perak iver for five 
days without mceb ug any mhabitants 

At Kwala Tamangaw the river was choked with zicat rocks, 30 
that our fiail rafts could proceed no further [ therclore abaindened 
them, and went oveilant to Kione, the headquutcs of a petty 
rajah 

All vers among mountuns are be wtiful, and wwmimt powth 
on iver banks makes @ pretty pretnie; but there is not much poctry 
left in a man after he has been many days hacking his way through 
heavy jungle 

Tvom Krone J went to Jian, where there were a hundied ( hinese, 
Tn this place, which 1s a :egulu death trap the giaveyad scomel 
the cleanest spot, and J pitched my tent near the tombs The wok 
men come, or, rather, ac kidnapped, from Amoy, and 1 very much 
doubt if they ever leave the mines, Most of them were covered with 
lage ulcers, atiributable to the lead in the water The Chinese 
seemed iather opposcd to the idea of paying taxes, on the ,cunl 
that there was no protection fom i1obbeis, uo any prc} cr 1oad ‘or 
communications. We pushed on to Kro, a platem about 1000 
feet above the main sea level The river 1s very sluzgish, and when 
joined by another, the Sungi Rue, cuts ils wry underground, 

Thad now completed the work, and got a clon ide. of the clans 
of the Perivk Government ‘The region claured Ly Pode extended 
to the mau watershed; tat claimed and actully adinintstered by 
Raman extendel to Jugm Puyang (the Long Ray id) 01 the Perak 
river, the houn lary line followin, the well def ned mountun spus 
cask to the mam watershed, and west to Ganung Inay Thus Porak 
‘vas claiming about 2000 square mics 

Vever having again taken hold uf me, I wont down the Baling 
river in a small boat im Bush’s company, wed was placed im the 
hands of Dr, Hampsine of Pinang, under whose cae L was avle in 
a short time to proceed ¢2é Smgapore to Baughok, which place was

I now began preparations for leaving Siam, since, however enthu 
stastic I may have been, there was little prospect of my ever being 
able to accomplish any th ng of importance My ehuef difficulty had 
arisen not fiom the climate or from the ough li’e which every one 
engaged in woik of this kin] experiences, but fi» the opposition 
of the officials placed practically in charge 0° the expeditions, These 
people looked upon me as a superior soit of altendant, placed im tho 
suite to swell the own importance, aud, as my idea of my duties 
and thens of ther importance did nobinn im the same channel the 
consequence was a gieat deal of fiction, in which, of course, being 
a single individual I was the su Yere1, and was usually wo1ed into 
a bad fever 

The fascinatior of the king was, however, too great, and T soon 
found myself preparing for another effort m his service, 

Contadictory 1eports frequently reached Bangkok concernii g 
ravages by Taw on the noith east fiontice: of Siam, and as villiges 
were now 1epoiled to be plun lered and destroyed, the whereabouts of 
which puzzled the heads of those who ought to have known, the king 
was graciously pleased to appomt me to the command of an cxpe- 
dition to the rezion of disturbance Though fully alive to my own 
deficiencies, I saw that here was an opportumty which ought not 
to be neglected, and I set eagerly to wok to do the best 1 could, 
For geographical iesearch, especially, the frontie: region provided a 
wide and interesting field, for the greater part of 1t still remained 
unvisited by Imopeans, and on the maps the county was a

CHAPTER VI 
TROM BANGKOK 10 KOLAL ELLINANIS 


Tun Me Nam Chao Pia is a magni cent river Mo Nam isa genene 
term, Ie mgmfying “mothor,’ and Nam ‘ water, and tho epitheb 
Chao Pia signifes that 16 18 the chief 11ver m the kingdom of Siam. 
The iiver always commands the admiration of the visitor fiesh fiom 
Emope, but no matter how familiar if may have become, ib has 
always some new interest 01 creates somo wnpression not 1ccognized 
before, The low banks fringed with fruit trecs; the coco. and areen 
palms giacefully swaying to and fio over the wooden houses that 
nestle in the shade, the gilded wats (temples) glittaing though the 
leaves like a dayhght sumination, the gaceful pagodas orcasionally 
peeping through the trees, form a varied scene that is most staking 
and beautiful  Enoimous tice-fields stietch away towards the 
horizon, and are bounded by tho outline cf the fintastically shaped 
lumestone hulls of the saued place of p Iguumage, Pia But (Gautama’s 
* footprint”), and of Lopbuu. 

A steamer once m the channel can, dvy or might stcam full 
speed to Bangkok without any fem of smfin,, shows, and in this the 
Me Nam differs fiom the rivers of Burma. Only sicamens of small 
draught (12 feeb 6 inches 1s the lunit) enn cross the ba The 
dredging of a channel to enable ships of heavy tonnige to come up 
to Bangkok has been advocated by some, while, on the othe hand, 
there are those who say chat the cha.ge woull permt sach a flow 
fiom the sea as to render the water al Bangkok unfit for use It is 
a well known fact that, occasionally, when the rivers me at then 
lowest, just before the rainy season begins, the flood-tude renders the 
water mackish for some distance abcve the ciby, and widespread 
sickness 13 the result, ‘Uns happens practically only when the 1am- 
fall of the previous year has been defiant, 
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Towards evenmng tha toweis cf Bang Pam erme us sht, mid we 
came to anchor there for the mght 

Bang Pain consists cf two asl inds, on {he one 1s & ©) ie of the 
hing, and on the other a Buddhist church an the Gothic style, with 
stained windows, pews, and altar complete The pl ce had cujoyed 
royal favour as far back as 1631, in the 1agn of Chao Pras et ‘lawng. 
On the island now oceupied by the palico there hid ot,mailly sto d 
a humble building which the late kur g lad called his ¢l sotimg sox,” 
He had been very much attached to the spot, hal plinte | it ort with 
mango-tiees, and had eseaped when he could te this peaceltd retire vt 
for rest fiom the cares of state 

The present king, out of reverence for all that his fither had loved, 
adopted the place for lus holiday resort 

As we proceeded on ow way up stream the flat stretches on 
either hand were seen to be covcied with 11ce fields, while the iver 
was ahve with boats, w uch, with their white suls, looked like huge 
buds floating on the water ‘The banks im some places were und Ud 
with holes, the nosts of a speckled blach and-white ku giisl o, and 
of a gieen and 1ather large spucies of fly-calcher ‘These holes so 15 
much as 8 fect into the bank Some are on ils perpendicul wn face, 
others me within easy icach of snakes, bub the inhabitants tell me 
that the snalzes do not cnter the holes, as they avo | erfectly surcigl 
and narrow, and if a snake gob in at could not get ort. The Inuls 
appear perfectly happy, as though they hnew no danger, nu] the twa 
species seem to live together in harmony uid peace 

In the evening we reached Ban Suk Dang, | eyond which sto un- 
launches eould not procced ‘Mus was the landing-place for Prabib 
Piepaiations weie beim, made for v visit of the king, and v broad 
road was being cut and cleared of jungle 

The Prabat, 01 saced footprint, 1s a hole about 5 fect long and 
2 teet broad in a limestone rock a shoit distaice up the side of e 
plecipitous mountain, It 1s smmounted by a small squue temple 
of the hind called Maradop, the floor of which 1s covered by a mat 
of pluted silver wire Year afver year the spot 13 visited by pulyiims, 
some of whom explain that 16 is not a footprint, but merely a symbol 
of religion Leaving the launches, we rowed along the rivet, which 
‘vas now twisting in all directions between steep Ingh banks 

We reached Sarabu on January 18 Ow aiver omney was 
now ended, and the trudging was to begm 
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Sarabui is the capital of a consider thle Usta ch bet hac is im 
all Sivmeso towns beyond the wafs and ] vedas thare ws nothing 
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of a permanent character The dwellings are hambvo shantacs and 
tamber houses, the governor living usually im a douse of the latter 
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desciiption No Siamese to yn has a settled ppeau mee, thie people 
seem to have inher ted the roaming propensitics of their forcfithus, 
who, constantly engaging in war and either plundeting 1 heme 
plundered, seldom had time to become the foun lers of cities 

With the railway now running to Saabur, 1b is unpossible to 
realize the tedious prepmations that wae foimerly iccussuy to 
secute transport, 

Tor those who tiavel im Siam otherwise than by river, elephants 
and bullocks aic the piincipel means of transport ‘he services 
of the elephant ac absolutely indispensable to human welfare, and 
it is nob strange that that animal should have come to be ic¢zarde1 
ag a national symbol The albino, espectally, 1s made much of 

Touusts who go to see the while elephants at Bangkok aie 
disappointed to find none of the palace like stables, the gold dishes, 
and the rites of worship, of which the accounts of ealic: travellers 
are full The romantic descuptions have no counterpart in the 
reality The white elephant is not white at all, but dust colomed 

The expert tries to persuade the tomist that the colowm 18 some 
what ashy, and diaws attention to the pink eyes and to the white 
toe nails, But allim vain, the disappointed traveller, looking ut the 
very oidinaiy beast before lim, asks almost inciedulously whether 
this 18 the celehnated white elephant renowned in ancient story 

The Siamese divido clephants mlo three classes Jor general pur 
joses great, middling, and small + Sok 1 Kup (90 tnglish 1 iwhes), 
34 Sok, and 3 Sok, ‘The fistis pul down ag being good to cury 
580 lbs ; the second, 400 Ibs , and the third, 250 113, these weights 
being for flat roads for mountainous countiy less ‘These, of course, 
me nothing compared with the loads of over 1000 Ibs tho Lndian 
elephants cariy in an ordinauy way ‘There is no difference between 
the elephants of India and those of Siam A great number of the 
latte. me worked in the Indian Commissariat Depaitment, and they 
are not to be distinguished fiom thar Indian brothas. in India 
an elephant 1s better able to do his wok because he is better card 
for, and the pack saddles for the baggage are much better, ‘The 
Siamese elephant is more o1 Jess wild, and Jneeds frecly m so-called 
captivity 

Duimg one of my marches a baby elephant was born, and the whole 
transpoit was disorganized I had five elephants, and the mother 
had enlisted the se1vices of .wo other females to help her in looking 
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ater the baby, so that [1] ad to come to ahut mdimike new ananze 
ments When born, it was thirty iiches high aid scarcely as long 
To a couple of days the little thing was quite lusty, and the thiee 
clephanis were always nea It barked wd slept m the sun, Fut af 
is suddenly awoke, the thee ished fwd, vid taking up their 
position round it, stood with wunks 1 plifted ready fn the charge, 

The Siamese howdah is well adypted tor comfortable ti wel, for 
3b gives protection fiom snn an liait, and fiom the jungle when the 
elephant 19 clashing thongh it, It also poviles a splendid b orth 
for the nighv, beng wells usul rbeye vhe gror ud. 

The average height of the full giown elephant 1s about 90 Vi azlish 
inches, bul I measmed one that J onee had with me, and found him 
to be 110 inches to the shoulder. One in Bangkoh, ‘Pia Pap,’ was 
105 mehes Ingh, Ins tusks erossed one another on the ground, and 
were ninety six inches in length Sometimes he was highly mis- 
chievous, and thought nothing of overturning a water carb, or tossing 
@ man several yards for amusement 

The bullochs look miserable esis the elephants, yet a great deal 
of the trar sport of the county 19 carte Lon by thew means, ‘These 
useful animals are contiolled by a stung through thew nostrils 
double panuiers of cane being slung across thei: backs. Some have 
ther faces covered with bear and tiger skins, decorated with shel s 
and looking glasses, with 1 plume of poacock’s feathers to complete 
the head-dress — Sweet toned hells are fixed wove the paumes and 
wheiover one jowncys the sounds of the bells me head. {6 13 
smd that the bullocks know the tinklu, ¢f thei: own diivors, and 
the keepers in the evening call thera into the camp simply by 
sounding the bells 

Along the roulo fiom Smabwui to Korw thoae wis nothing of 
unusual interest except the forest hnown as the Dawng Paw Mu, or 
forest of the Lord of Tire, which 1s known for us deadly fever. 
There hindieds of Chinese labowers were buried diuing the con- 
stiucuen of tha wuilwiy, wud hwieds mu wall be bund before 
it 1s completed 

{In the emly morning of Januay 80 we maiched into Korat, 
the c1enelled 1cd-mick walls of which ealled to mind Clicng Ma, 
Lampun, and Lakewn We knew at onco that we were enteumg a 
Lav ely, and the inhabitants were aroused from their slumbes 
by the martial notes of the bugles and che sturdy tinmp of te soldiers

By eyht o clock we had taken up our quarters ontside the town, aid 
later on we called to see Pia Rajantiakun, + Siamese ge ieial who

18 Im genelal superstitiously avoided, but Pia Ray laughed wb such 
notions, and we went through 

The noith and south sides of the city according to the governor's 
statement, me each about 5400 foet long, and the east and west 
sides about 3200 feet On the south side there are thice small forts, 
each with 15 loop holes, while along the wall there we 1400 loop 
holes and 73 menelles On the north side there arc four foils, 107 
loopholes and b0 cienel es, 01 the erst and west sides two forts and 
861 loopholes along the wall The walls ae protected with earth 
of considerable thickness, ant the ber ne is about 15 feet from the 
level of the road, The whole city 1s smrounded by a moat about 
200 feet broad

Korat would benefit the countiy ,eatly, and consider wly increase 
trade, the chief aruucles of which were rice, sugar, lides, and hoins 

tuce-fieldy suriounded the city walls, and lo the noth thu is 
galt water fiom which lage sujylics of salt are obtamed The 
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water of the river, the Klawng Boribun, a short (ast nee to the nota, 
is brackish, 

The ruins of Wat Nomwat, less than two hous’ } wney fom 
Korat, though not extensive, are very stiihiig, and well repaid ow 
visi, The temple itself is within a squme cnelssue, the walls of 
which, 200 feet long, ae formed of rectangula blocks of stone 
(apparently sandstone) about 8 feet long, and 2 feet deep, and 3 feut 
bioad, now tumbling m confusion. Lach stone has cneular holes 
aw few inches deep, and the feces ate perfectly smooth, “shout « 
trace of the stone-cutters chis.l ‘The gateway to the cast is very 
elegant, with a plam cormee, and one block looks Ihe the remains 
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of a fluted pillar. TLyzg on the giound are slabs which seem to hay 
belonged to an ornamental doorway Ono of the caved figures 15 
a toad with human teeth, while the heads of two snakes are calmly 
ly ng one at each corner of the toads mouth, Carvings olf Lowe's 
ate interwoven In clegant designs The temple itself consists of two 
portions connected by a covered way, that to the cast bemg 
apparently more ancient than ihe other but of exactly the same 
dimensions and style of architecltme ‘The blank windows contain 
ornamental columns of stucco which have a shiange appearance, ant 
seem to be of much moie recent date than the building im which 
they aie set The mside of the temple is vaulted, bnt no plaster 13 
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visthl, The vault consists of slabs of which the higher overlap the 
lowe. The total Iength of the temple is 60 fect, and the greatest 
bieadth 50 feet, the inside bemg full of Tindn 1 lols, mostly cf stone, 
some of them ctumbling with age, On one of the slabs m iho walls 
there are traces of charactors ent into the stone, wl ich cannot now be 
deciphered, but which need not be 1,aded as the 1emuns of any 
important origmal record Yo. the builders of this temple wer 
evidently men of discriminating taste, aud neither the position of 
the inseiption no. its form is such as they would haye chosen for » 
memorial intended to be ending, Some of the charactus aro only 
discernible by the ad of lamps, and the place is so dark and myste 
rious that the effect is distal 

There ate ruins of several oth2 wonderful temples scattered over 
the Kouat division, which once must have been full of intelligent lite 
and mdustiy

Our frst maich fiom Korat was to Jachang, 1omiles cistant, where 
we camped The caits, placed lengthwise, formed a syuare aboutl 
the encampment; immediately inside the carts the elophant-coups 
(howdahs) weie placed, while the elephants and bullocks woe 
fastened outside, with a sulficiant amount of fo der for the mght 

The next march wis te Pinu, and, that we might hivo a day at 
ow disposal for the examination of the mtercsting runs reported to 
be in the neighbowhoo 1], we marched double distance ‘I 1e countay 
was very flat with spaise j1isle ® great portion being under cultiva- 
tiov. In our route were two substant al wooden bridges 

In the evening we crossed tie Pimun, a river of consideral le 
volume, and entered Muang Pimai the ruined walls of which were 
scacely discantble The .own had a cory appeataice m the dup 
shade of fiuit trees and palms 

Noxt mommg we visicd the 1enams of Wat Pia Pans an 
ancient temple which, though dilapidated, inl. buf familiu look 
the portico and the walls, wuth then pomted miches for hol wg ligh 4 
recalling the appemance of 1 Hindu temple The outside enclosure 
1s about 200 yards square, formed of gigantic smooth blicks like 
those at Koat This 1s however, on a grander scale m every 
particular Besides the cucuwla holes a couple of inches deep, J 
noticed that these had a deep incision im the form of a T, the loot of 
the T being at the edge of the block Itis difficult to airive at a 
conclusion regarding une use to which the holes and T incisions wore 
put They may have heen required for some lifting apparatus, or 
they may have been formed by the catches of the cases in which, ag 
some think, the blocks we1e moulded. The tem) le propor stands in 
the centre of the enclosure, and is in the form of a square, with o 
tall, isolated tower at each corner I entered one of theso towels, 
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and found that the floor had lecn dug over pr bably maseuc fa 
treasme The idols of stone were overturnul iil matilited — ‘he 
large site figwe of Piahkma had been ovutnown, and the head 
with the han drawn back and ticl in a knot, hut been kn chod of 
The figure was itself perfectly smooth, but on the bise there were 
chisel marks, which looked as fresh as if executed tie diy cfore 
Theie were ot rer statues, the most rzemukable bem, that ov woman 
m a kneel ng posture 

Turnmg ou attention to the temple isel’) we measuic | 5) ne 
of the stones at the doorways, 9 feet Ingh md nemly 4 feet broad 
They bore o1namental tracings down to bic floor, witt ibtle fig ues 
beautifully carved The tireery over tho doorways was ox ictly 
stnular to that found on the 1nins 0° Borobodar, near dockaita im Javi 
The effect of the whole was very solenu and the visitor, gacing at 
a structine as to the origin and pmpose of which he had no clue, 
could only lament his 1gno1anee 

The governor afterwards told me that thore was a block of stone 
with the impression of a mans foot and a digs foot. 1 hid to lewe 
at 3am, but f rogiet not having zone back lute as it wis, Lo very 
this interesting statement The governor wis an old wartior who 
had fought against the rebel Cambcdiang in 1840, 

Althongh it was Info m the ser son, the 9.5, J’ebriuy, © meght’s 
iain had made the moamng delig] fully cool md exhilu ui, an 
tus may, to some extent, have acecunted for the beautiful ypearanco 
of the country. As the dawn advanced, wide grass plates, filer 
spersed with clumps of tices, lay before Gu view, the houzon 43 1 od 
fringed with a heavy jungle, und the tall waving cocomnt ond ace 
palms indicated the positions of quiet villhges AS we proeeeded on 
our mech the Jungle dissolved, ani further pluns, with what loo cul 
hke groves of fim trees, spread out before us ‘he countiy hid all 
the appearance of affording good sport, the swamps beims covered 
with numerous varieties of aquatic buds Buffaloes wore seen that 
were sad to be wild; and dming the afternoon it way reported tut 
some of these animals were near the camp. We went out, anl 
having stalked them very carefully, oxpericnced the excitunent ol 
standmg for ther supposed chaige. Leonowens dropped ono with 
80 yards of him, and the mon, thus supphed with fiesh meat, wor 
delighted The animals had been descii ied as ‘wild,” now, how 
ever, 16 was mildly ropresented to us that they mizht be “ considered 
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wild,’ a3 they had no real owners, and were in general left io ican 
wherever they plewed, bems worked only when there was an 
unusually heavy haiyest. We thus found omselves in the somewhat 
udiculons position of having stalked tame bulfaloes, and had not even 
the satisfaction of hnowing to whom amends should be made 

The next day’s jomney ly through precisely sumlar beautiful 
countiy, but the watermarks on the tiees 4 feet wp the trunks, showed 
that 1t must resemble a perfect sea during the foods 

Nem ow: camp ab Taluang we mes with the usual seiwy and 
jungle Salt is collected m large quantities i1 the district 

Tiom Pu Thai Song the 1oute was at first very uninteresting, 
passing through forest of musezably small tees A couple of marches 
futher on the countiy became much move interesting, the forest 
tices were larger and the road undulating, which, however, was very 
ough for the poor cart bullocks Both forests and undulating 
country suddenly stopped, and we found ourselves in wide salt 
wastes. On some of these places there was not a tree growing, and 
the heat was tcific, 

The country we tiaversed was ve1y spusely populated, and yet 
there were evidences of cxtensive cultivation. Salt 15 procured 
trere in laige quantities, 2b appears in the form of an efflorescence 
on the surface of the ground, and on a cool moining has all the 
appearance of a hoa frost, The surface euth is scaaped up and 
thrown ito a rough trough, usually the tiunk of a tice scooped out, 
which has a pipe at the bottom Water is mixed with tho earth and 
diawn off into a vessel Tins process 13 1epeated until no salt can 
be tasted in the water. ‘The silt in the other vessels 19 separated by 
evaporation, 

Nearmg Kunwapi the county was particularly flat, with not a 
tree for mites = What was not under cultivation scemed to afford 
excellent pastuage for the numeious heads of cattle thal were 
seattercd over vhe plainy Bey vou Kuunaye the rvad passed tive ght 
excellent forests, where there weie numerous tracks of wild elephants 
We emeiged fiom the forest in.o populous countiy, and, passing over 
extensive i1ce fields, 1caghed Nawng Kat

{Tie men had maiched fiom Korat at an average rate of 17 miles 
a day, the tolal measured distance being 283 miles Tho gencial 
health was particularly good, there be ng no seious complaints, but 
most of the men had never fire la ¢un, and altogether they formed 
a very miscellancous company 

Nawng Kai is the capital of a large district, having supersede t 
the former capital, Wieng Chai,some miles up the ver Tt appeus 
in its way, comfortable, 1100, salt, and fish mo plentaful 

In the town there are a number of Chinese shops exposing for 
sale Manchester calicoes, beaming tle tradcemaiks of well known 
Singapore firms, and hardware of Ceiman iinnufaelme — In the 
distiict raw silk, ivory, hides, hoins, aid salt are collected = ‘Tus 
tiade likewise 1s in the hands of the Chiiese, and the produce Lait 
the northern and less accessible provinces also pisses Utoush then 
hands, The ubiquitous Sinn pedlw is w Nawi 2 Kar also, wsortin,, 
his claims to a shaie in the profits of tinde, 

The town 13 on the right bank of the Me Nam Kiwng, which hae 
is magnificent Fiom bank to bank the 1iver bel measmes L000 
yards, and when the river was at ils lowest L found a dischuge of 
48,000 cubic feot a second, Great preparations were made to receive 
Pin Raj, An mehway was cicc.ed a Caw miles ot, and press weas 
there with holy wate, which they spuikled on Pin Ray while 
invoking blessings on him, To add élué to the proceedings, Leon - 
wens had his men chawn up to iccerve lim = In the afteinvon fovt- 
soldiers, leading the procession, came in, then some mio officials 
on clephants, then the sacicd rmage of Bu ldha, mmediately followed 
by Pia Raj.

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forliess riddled with loopholes, ‘The Taw had taken posxssion of 
it without opposition, wd by means of iopos, im the sench for 
treasure, had pulled off the spne, built of blocks of loterite indely 
squared They had then maiched on the defenceless peoplo of 
Wieng Chan, and had enuched themsclves at the misorable natives’ 
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expense AL that tue there wis v Siamese ec ess onet Pia 


Maha Amat, at Ubon Ifeaing of the domgs cf the Ifiw, he, or 
his own responsila ity, came up, gob the prople tcsethay, for 4) ( the 
Ilaw who were about 80C strong, ind totally defeated them. Te 
last of the puty took refuge 11 a wat, and speedily Pa ricuded at,

and made a few loopholes in the walls, bub they were ciptured and 
executed Tus band, in thew lust for Inol, had gone beyond their 
depth, and were completely cut off from thew commtuneations. ‘The 
comnnssione: beheaded the unfortunate chief ofticial of Wieng Chan 
for suriendeiing Siam now awoke to the giavily of the oceasion, 
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and equipped an army to drive out the Haw nech ind crop These 
robbers had entienched themselyes at Ting Clieng Kam, but they 
were quichly dislodged, and nearly al slain by 1a Ray narakur 
Wieng Cian was at one time subject to Lug Prabang, the 
authotuty of that province having extended over neatly the whole 
of the Me Nam Kawng valley After Wieng Chan had rebelled and 
established its own independence, the uutty and strongth of the 
white bellied Lao was destioyed for ever The Lio of the Mo Nam 
Kawng ae called white-belhed to distinguish them frou then bliek 
beled brethren inhabiting the noithcin paits of the Me Nam Chao 
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P aa, who tattoo their belhes and thighs, while those of the Me Nam 
Kawng do nob practise tattooing. 

The story has it that when Chao Anu was (roverno: of Wiong 
Chan, about 1823, his son was called lown to Bangkok i chnige of 
the men summoned to assist m digging Une canal that was Lo connect 
Tachin with Bangkok It would yppea that the official in chugs 
of the undertaking after kicking the young man, added a fogging, 
and when the youth 1etanned home, his father, mdignant at the 
insult, rebelled ‘Tie amy sent fom Bangkok totally destroyed 
Wieng Chan, but Chao Anu escaped to Anam Towing the 
advice of the King of Anam, he wit idiew to Chidng Kwang, but 
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the governor of that town ride hnow1 lis ytice of refuge to the 
Banghok ,encial, who agai virel ed agar ist: him, st ved his poasen, 
and sent him a pusoner to Paunsk bh rere he wis caposc lt over 
the uiver in an iion eae tall he dice Some say cne © dus f Te wers 
succeeded im conveying to him yoron, wluch he ghidly sw lowed 
At this time Chao Noi was the Govamot of Muaig Puan "‘he 
King of Auam, heaung of the end o Chy Ain, seit a an mmy 
and seized Chao Nor, who was t hen to Anim inl sy carel to dot, 
his five sons being held in captivity ‘le Kin, o Anam then sert 
up Chao han acousin of Chao Not, to oe Govemor 1 Cie Kwu, 
togetha with 3000 men to st} port Jis author ty Ab the metigntion 
of Uhao San, the Srmese general at Nawng Kar marehed with a 
force against Muang Puan and at midni,ht attached the Anan ites, 
slaughtering them almost toa man, Chao San then went to Bang 
kok, and Puan was left pretty much to its own devices 

When ‘Cuduk aseended the thione of Anun he liberate 1 the sons 
of Chao Noi~Chao Po, Chio Top, Chao Po ma, Chao Ung, and 
Chao Kam When Chao Po returned, imstiuctions wen sent fiom 
Bangkok to Luang Praban, tc invest ini with the powers of 
governor. 

Chao Po was succeeded oy his buether Chao Ung ding whose 
governorship bands of Maw powed into Puan dle wis killed ly 
them, but Ins death was amply avenjed in 873 by the Sinmese 
generals Pin Maha Amat at Wien, Cian, and Pia Ray at Tong 
Chieng Kam, whee they had imide then prineipal stockade = Pri 
Pinom Sarai, a nephew of Chao Noi, was appointed Ly Pav Mahe 
Amat tempoimy goveinor, and after Chao Kaiti, the son of he 
unfortunate Chao Ung, was made goveine 

Cheng Kwang was to be the ehicl object o om ¢aploiatios 
We were told 16 was utterly unmhabited, ind that anangements fo 
securing supplies were next to impossrble Orr preparations had to 
be elaborate fo. tiavellmg thicugh a country which it would take ws 
wenty-five muches to c1oss, w1thout the chance of meeting any oc 
except, perhaps, a band of Ifaw maaudeis whe woul be certam to 
interfere wath us 

Jt was mteiesting to observe the behayiom of the Llophants when 
they we1e bemg sent acioss the river Some swam over quietly 
enough; some, after making an emphatic motest, ,ave way, but 
there were othets that could not be impelled, even by zouling witl 
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spars or by the applicatior of fie they rusted bach, and nothin, 
could force them over for these the 1icn had iecourse ty another 
process Having lashed together tice ordinary dug-outs, they laid 
spars acioss them, about 4 feet long and 3 mehcs im bneadth and 
thickness, and on these placed a flooums of [ an-h plinks, covering 
the whole with plantan stalks and othe fodder 1 wis loubtfully 
considering whether this extemp nized raft was sticng enough te beu 
even one elephant when, to my suprise, tee walled on board and 
were safely caitied to the othe side En this manner the transforenec 
of the animals was completed aid we picpared to st ut. 

Bush went by boat to Luang Pithang aml Leonowins ac- 
companied ine. We crossed the river and pitched our tents for thit 
day. The old blind governor gave us all the assistance he could, 
and said we were certain of luck, as the day was cloudy, and tho 
wind that was blowing to the north was cued by angels clearing

Tur fiist five maiches lay over a very flat region mm no way intciest- 
mg, but we passed several villages which belied the total desolation 
we were led to capect The country did not simke one as bong 
paiticulaily prosperons o1 fertile; swamps oceued with their usual 
fequeney, 

One moining I saw a stuiped hyena standing under a tieo The 
emp pariah dog gave chaise, but I called }um back On neming 
the jungle the wily hyena slopped and twned round, seemmg very 
much disappointed and looking longingly afte: the dog, As usual, 
my gun was nowheie <As ve went on, files of the Tliy weie 
brought an, agonizing accounts of then imding on villages, whose 
inhabitants they had slaughtered, mutilated, or carried into captayity, 

Near Somd: the country became iough and lilly  Somdz itself 
was an inteesting camping mound, A village stands on tho ught 
bank of the Nam Tak, a consideiable iver, the water of which 1s 
very clem. The camp was pitched within an old stockade, the 
palisade of which was suill standing 

A sugle meiment will ilustiate the extraordinuy dread with 
which the Lao 1egaided then enemies, the Taw. At mght, when the 
whole camp was fast asleep, o1¢ man shouting in nightmao struck 
such teria. into his companio is that they raised the ery of “aw 
Tlaw!? and holted in fearful eonfasion 

Beyond Soma, travelling thiough heavy jungle which protected 
us frum the seaiching sun, we came upon a village beautifully 
situated at the foot ofa lofiy mountain. The people were interesting 
seltlas from Tlua Pan Tang Ifa ‘Tang Mok The Ilaw having 
plundered their forme: homes, they had sought refuge here 

A great numbe1 were suffering from goire, which may have been 
due to the limestone which 1s plentiful m the neighbouhood The 
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peaks of this rock assume all manner of grotesque sha cs, some 
looking as though they weie the remains of oll fortificitions, The 
inhabitants cultivate rice, cotton, and indigo foi local use They 
also extracted a blue dye fiom a cicepug pl nt called buek me, 
and a black dye fiom the bars of a tee they call ney terg 
The leaves of the indigo plant are collected and soaked in water 
for thiee days, they are then squeezed, wd the li yuid mised with 
limo, which 1s allowed to settle for a day, the wter 18 strame | off, 
and the residue forms the dye. ‘he levwes of tho bud me are 
treated m the same mannei as those of the indigo plant. Tor dyomz 
black the bak of the nung teng is beaten fresh mto a pulp and 
muxed with water, in this mixture the eloth which 1s to be dyed 1s 
soaked, and then dried mm the sun, the operation being repeated on 
four or five consecutive days, after which the cloth is washed in a 
stream and 1s .¢ady for use. 

One of the headmen, dressed in a long icd shirt, told me he had 
the devil in lim, and that he would remain 11 him for another three 
or four days ‘The only way he could satisfy him was by long drinks 
ot home brewed spnit. ‘Cho condition of the man showed that the 
devil had been indulging in long dunks, and 1 iemarked to the 
possessed man that the devil shoull bo swisked Ie told me that 
it was appointed for him to 1e nun four days longer, and there was 
no help for 16 but to give him dainks 

We were told that C110 Anu, when flecing from Wiong Chin to 
Anam, having taken this route with elcph ints, had been obliged 
to abandon the clephants on account of a difficult pass 1 went 
ahead to see about a road Elephants could certainly not ascend 
the path ‘The hill was well clothed with forest, but overy now and 
again gievt limestone clills projected above the sw fice, ail nought 
one to a stands]  Tloweyei, by evening an elephant tack had 
been found with difficulty 

There was no fea of the noble elephant 1cfusing to do Ins duty, 
it was the drivers who weie up to all manne of tucks, and i we 
could we would gladly have dispensed with them When tho 
animals advanced the drivers hesilated, but a judicious mixtme of 
language persuaded them to pluck up a little courage, and in a very 
short time all the elephants passed the supposed danger, slowly 
surmounting the hill 4400 feet above sea-lcvel, 

We encamped below the top of the pass nom a village of Meo 
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(Chmese, ‘ Mins tzee }. ‘This peoyle, beudless a d very Chinese in 
then physiognomy, thou, m tien jeneril rperrance reminding 
one of the Afshans, we found miciesttig They diess in black, the 
men weaung loose tiouses, a lon, loose cow and a neatly folded 
tmban, while the women have the feet and legs bare to the knee, 
to which a petticoat 1eiches with grieetul folds which, im walk ng 
they have an ait of displaying to the best alvantage ‘The female 
toilet 13 completel by a achet with @ sailor’s cape, 1 new timbin, 
and desigis m embroidery sometimes of silk, adjusted here and 
there ihe principal ornament 15 a cirelct ot silver with a small 
oblong pendant rttached, having on one side a Chinese device, and 
on the other Chinese characters which they regard as a charm against 
evil spits ~The Mco have no wiitten characters of then own The 
headman woue a Clunese pigtail, the others had the top of the head 
shaved, and alowed their haw to hang loosely ovei the shoulders 

They scem a hardy raze, consisting of ten or twelve different 
tribes, but T could nob gel the sune number fiom any two men 
Then elnef occupation 1s the cultivation of opum, They are happy 
in the selection of mountain tops for their abode, where they always 
enjoy a cool climate, and they have a pre udice against remamng 
on Jevel mound, even at tolerable elevations. Tho Lno say of them 
that they cannot live wheic the sound of the frog is hemd. When 
they are satasfied that they have exhausted the soil an one neighbow 
hood, a general survey of the smiounding countiy is taken fiom 
an emmence, and if a limestone locality is obscived, some of the 
community are sent 40 expliie and report 

In these limestone regions the frequcnt jagyed 1idges are no 
mdication of mfeitility The soil at their base 1s very uch, and a 
Meo told me that he has teen able to giow Indian coin for seven 
yeais in succession on the same plot of giound 

Tlaving decided on the new site for a village a few familes make 
a start, collecting then dos, goats, poultry, and occasionally a few 
bulluchs used for tiauspoit ‘Tue men cary vbe vhings required fu. 
daily use, the women have then balies slung oven ther backs, while 
even the childien aie loaded ‘They form appmently, a merry party, 
and when they auive at tie chosen site, which is always near a 
spiing, they at once proceed to form a clearmg ‘The tees cut down 
are roughly hewn into planks, and seive as timber fo the sides of 
the new dwelling while shingle 13 used for the 1oof Afler a

thei simplicity. Ventilation }1¢se ils ru duficulty, unl the smoke 
fiom the domestic heath fnids an easy cat between the planks 
Water is sometimes Liouzht down in bamboo pipes, and the wooden 
tub which 1eceives it has a close fitting cover to heep out tle dust 

In the villages women may be secn basily employed im the tasks 
which, in the division of Meo labom, have fallen to then bt Some 
gund com m neatly formed hand mills, some prepara indigo for 
dyeimg, while others weave cloth, or oxcente elegant desi, 3 m 
colton or silk embroidery ‘tne yuluses aie checiful aul rouly 
always preturesque fiom them position and sunoundin,s On one 
side me fields of Indian corn 01 vegetables, on another are hemp 
fields o1 plantations of tobacco, and there is always a wide suctch 
of land devoted to the cultivation of the poppy In the month of 
Febuary the poppy fields aie im full bloom, and the large blossoms, 
tinged with every shade from pue white to deep purple, present a 
magnificent appearance. ere, also women aie employed, and may 
be seen moving fiom plant to plant with china cups, collecting the 
opium that has been thickly oozing fiom five o1 six mersions in 
the pod 

The Meo are careful of thei cattle and pomes, often placing them 
on platforms above the gound, and they aio provided with sheep- 
dogs of an excellent breed, some of them trulless 

Like all who cultivate the Inllsides, these villagers spend several 
months every yeal in felling tices on the slopes, ‘Ihe mer clon ed 
1s thus constantly extended, a new plot bem, always under pepaia- 
tion, But when the fellang of umber in one plaec begins to exceed 
ieasonable limits, then it 19 time to semch for ‘fesh woods and 
pastuies new’ 

The Meo bmy thei: dead nea the village, building a tomb of 
stones and emth With the corpse is jliwel a cock, a while one 
bemg pieferied, a bowl of rice, and some quoi to cheer the sj mit 
on its way 
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CUAPIER XI 
IN ‘4HL ACK or THE IAW 


Wr were now in a country under the direct influence of the IIaw 

‘Ten years befora Pia Ray had destroyed the stronghold of these 
robbers, but on his wathdhawing fiom the district they had returned, 
and had ever since been evtending thei: sway over Puan 

Who and what were these Haw that brought so much misery on 
la ge tracts of county, and established such a nune for cruelty as to 
terroiize a whole population? ‘They were ina woid, Chinese brigands 
At one time Chinese tiadas known m Luang Prabang as Haw came 
down from the noith mm gical numbers to tiaflic with the mhabitants, 
and when the peaceful tiaders gave place to brigands of the same 
raunonalisy, vhe name or Taw was natually tavisfeued to these 
Since the appeaiance cf these marauders, communication and tiade 
had ceased, and the whole dstiict had been thrown into confusion 
Theit robberies were on such a scale a3 to suggest that they formed 
the advance body m some gical movement, and the information 1 was 
able to gather showed that Giao I'a Won, the Goverio. of Yunan, 
was, in fact, the head and centre of theit scandalous procoed ngs 
When the ‘Leneh weie at war in Tonkin he sent oidois to the band 
of ruffians wanderi1, over the Luang Prabans distiict, commanding 
them at the r peril to attack whe Tench 

It was about the yem [870 that the depredations began, the 
plunderers rapidly overspreading the country nea the Tonkin lorder- 
land They oveiflowed into the outlying yprovinecs of Luang 
Prabang, Sibsawng Chu Ta wd Hua Pon Tang In Lang Tok (the 
five divisions to which a sixth was added), and also into Clieng 
Kwang or Muang Puan. Up to that time the prov1ices had been 
fuily peaceful, and the taxes regularly collected, those due to Luang 
lrabang haying been collecte 1 by an official who was living in 1893. 
After the depredations began the whole scene was changed, and tho 
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murderous and pillagmg bands advanced without interruption as fr. 
as Wieng Chan on the Nam Kawng whaa, as already mentioned, 
they received a wholesome check, but not before they had cfleeted an 
immense amount of musclhicf 

Then route could be traced by the ashes of villages, and by cvi 
dence they had left within temples and pago las where they hid dug up 
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he ground in search of bmied tieasme = [n thie search, $0 skilful liad 
practice made them thet, in many of the temples, only the few places 
whote treastue was likely to be In Iden were found to hive been dug, 
he rest bemg left strictly untouched 

We were shown e proclamation brought down hy some people who 
had escaped fiom a village plundeed by the aw  Wurtion in Lie, 
and having a square Clineso seal, it called upon the inhalitints 
0 come out and acknowledge the Haw authority, theatenmy, death 
without escape in case of disobedionce, for whoever fied to Lumg 
Prabang would he pwsued and semod 
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These poor people living m the forests and cultivating the moun 
iam slopes, had a wietched existence for, while thus | armed 
mutilated, and slauhtered by 1sbbets, they at the sme tine com 
plamed of the oppression and extortion piretised by ibe own 
gove not, Chao Kant 

‘The TIaw were 1 movement £80 stiong, only twe lays’ march 
fiom us, and it seemed that we were likely to encounter them = Ow 
soldiers were therefore biought out to practise with thew rifles, bub 
most of them were scarcd sy the 1eport or Vic own guns, Voly few 
could hit a lage target 80 yards distant, and of the smder cartiid.es 
about sity per cent missed fie Everything considered, 1t would be 
dangerous to meet the Haw with such iaw and unsatisfactory m terial 
Tf om men should be unable to keep then gound there would be 
nothing torestiain the Taw, fer 2b would seen vs af they bid defeated 
Roy t tivops, and 1b would be hud to say where the mnsehief would 
end We therefore decided to take only thnty men with us, sending 
the 1est of the camp to Luang Piabing so thit, should the worst 
happen, the Ifaw would not have very much to boast of 

As we were starting some of the people came down from their 
hidin,s places in the mountai23, and woe engaged them at hil a tacal 
a day to help in cutting a path though the jungles, and to act 13 
our guides 

Along the paths there were a gicat number of sheipened hamboos, 
which to men with boots were nothing, but eased fe tLul wounds m 
the naked feet of some of the men Our march, however, before long, 
became possessed of more a,.ecable interest, for the road, oneu a 
regulu made 1val, was nearly level, and Jay among gently slopmg 
hills covered with long leaved pines, through which the wind whistled 
plewsantly, while Lie giound was covered with bight lowors Wo 
cane 11 sight of the abandoned fields of a vill ge wheie the beauty 
of the scene was such that imvoluntaily we stood sill to gaze I 
wouccr how mvch om cxpertonco of tie wuuteiusting unsle, whee 
we had been plodding completely in the dark, had to do with om 
feelings ? 

The forsaken fields, here ovar 4000 fect above the sea, while with 
waving grass, seemedas though still caved {o1, and the hills without 
wood, except heie and there a clump of trees, were clothed with a 
soft verdure, which in the light of the setting sun looked like pmple 
and gold 
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On the hanks of a clear but sluzyish stieam we found + convent 
spot on which to 13t01 oni tents 

Some precautions having heen taken against luking Tfaw we 
turned to exam ne an adjvecnt wat The bur lng was intereshing 
from the outside, the mehitecture, while sim Im to thu secu tough 
ont Siam, being more delice and refine] Tle duos were 1 chly 
enunelled, but the micrio had becn thoroughly plundered. A luge 
copper hgme of Buddhe lay on its side the pe lestal or whicl it had 
stood hrving been seatchud for tietsiie. In the dedies the te wore 
numerous images much sought after by the men — Most temples | ad 
the oidinary sitting hgure cf Gautama, some of brick and mortar 
heavily gilded, others of copper while o hers wam were of 1 com 
position of pold and copper All metal statues hnown as Gautama 
pett ae ancient and aic so called (pet) fiom tie position of the fect 
This 1s the cluef distanetion, but there are other muks showm,, me 
figure to he mote sacred than another 

Many petty prgodis iemed then praceful fore invitingly, but 
we could nob venture far fio t the camp when evcry bush might con 
ceala Haw ‘The wats hid been wantonly desticyed inl piles of 
palm-leaf recoids lay he wed to,cther, wuch unless soon looked at, 
would be lost for ever 

The countiy was still umproving, with medlar trees i blossoms, 
cedars and pines shootin, forth new Icaves, and the slopes stretehing 
to the north-west and south elcthed wath frest grecn g1 iss springing 
up amons the ashes of last years giowth Suddenly wo cue on 
a chaiming little lake, Nawng Tang, wo am clevaticn of 4000 fect 
above sea level It was over a mle Io, aid hall a milo Liond, 
and never diy. On the cast ode stool ae lame auf about LOO feet 
high, 

The deep blue sky x¢ lected in the bosom of the lake, and the 
intense stillness, only relieved by the motions of the watu fowl, 
deepened the pleasurable sensations which the beauty of the suound- 
ing landscape excited 

The origin of the lake, according to local tradition, was on this 
wise: Where it now stands, a villagefomely stood A huntsmun of 
shat village shot a white faced decr, and cn that very n oht, amidst 
torm and earthquake, the village and ils inhabit ints weie swallowod 
ip by tho waters, which thorenfter formed a lake 

Notwithstanding the beauty of the country, thee was no sign of 
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human life as far as the eye could iewh We met with some 
peafowl, 1acly found at so ugh an elevation anl as tigels keep 
company with pea-fowl, we wae not long 1m fiidung traces of them. 
Partiidges were plentiful asalso wee deer We passed ov.1 the sites 
of many battle-fields, and at Kun z Koi we 1emaihed the traces of 
an old stockade 

We crossed the Nam Tang a small scam iunning 1m a channel 
whose banks weie over 100 fect deep, and abont 800 yards apart 
The valley was well sued for rice cal.ivation. Oa ascending the 
bank of the stream we met with othe: surprises A vast plain, called 
Kung Ma Len (“Ponies Play giound”), about 6 mies broad and 10 
long, and about 3500 feet above sea-level, stictched as flat as a table 
before our view It was covered with fine .1ass, and had afforded 
excellent pasturage to. cattle, which in bette: days had fed there 
im great numbers We ested under the shade of a pine liee, and 
easily distinguished the snake like couse of the pathway as it ascended 
the gentle slope of a lll 

On the ught rose a particularly beautiful pasode, whose Sltering 
whiteness was intensified by contiast with the bluo sky It looked 
like some spirit brooding over the stillness of the lovely solitude, 
In the distance we beheld objects which, to our surprise, looked like 
tents, on neaie: view the tents seemed to give place to cattle, om 
wish being doubtless f thei to the thought, the cattle, whon subjected 
to the telescope, were transformed into rocks, tpparcnily cropping up 
from the surface of the giound, and these, as we approached them, 
ptoved, to oi astonish nent, to bo gigantic stone jas Somme of thom 
stood erect, some were lying on then sides, some were in fiagments, 
and all ound there was evidence that the giound had been excavated, 
Beneath one of them we dug up the earth and found traces of charcoal, 
with what appeaed to be an aiklet of rusty iron The tallest a1 was 
leaning , its sides were straijh. and measued, one 7 fect 6 inches, 
and the other ¢ feat 4 mehes above the ground; 2b was 19 faet 5 
inches in girth about the middle, and was 1 foot thick. Another, 
better shaped and provided with a neck, was very much tilted over, 
it was neaily 6 fect high , ils guth at the widest was 25 feet, and the 
diameter of the mouth 4 feet 6 nchcs, Embedded in the substance of 
some of Lhe jars were nodules of quartz Beside them lay several 
flat stones, one of which was 7 feet long, and 6 inches thich at the 
edge, but much tlicke: at the centre, while a smalle: one, on being 
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tuined over, showed thice rommenc3s 2 or 3 mches lon, ws, 


about an inch above the sufice 

These vessels are such as could not possibly ] eve been enttted to 
their present position, but must have been made we situ The local 
behef concerning them 1s that they weve formed by angels to serve is

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CIAPTER X11. 
IML CHILNG KWANG WIC HLANDS 


Rrsuminc om march, we passed along nuiow valleys which had at 
one time yielded plentiful ciops of rice, then crossing a jungle ridge, 
we descended into the valley of Cheng Kwang, the capital of tins 
beautiful countiy. 

This valley, about half a m le broad, 18 over 3000 feet aboyo sea 
level, and on each side the mountains rapidly rise to the haght of 
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anothe: 3000 feet, those to the south beis well wooded The whole 
valley is well adapted for the cultrvation of rice, of which as many 
as thee crops can be iaised annually, the uiigation of the ficlds 
lequiring scarcely any labour. 


pub“ OC11Y’? OF CHIENG KWANG vl 


We wee met by the headmen of Chieng Kwang, who were well 
cla, and welcomed us with j1¢esents of rice. They guided us Unowsh 
vice fields, which weie being flooded um preparation tf the sowing, 
and ou1 progress was more like plodding through tanks than walkin, 
along a road. 

Where was the eat city, defended, aceording to report, by « 000 
fighting men? Rounding a spur of lull we got an unmpeded view 
of upwards of two miles, at the end of which was a low 1 il covered 
with jungle and surmounted with a pagoda "uu, we were vold, was 
the city of Chieng Kwang. 

This city was now under the sway of the Taw, and the mhabit 
ants found then new masters very evicting The robber stionghold 
of Tung Chieng Kam, three days distant, had .ecently suffered fom 
an aceidental fire, and the people of Cheng Kwang had been com- 
pelled to provide a company to assist. in the 1epurs Cheng Kwane 
stands at an elevation 3770 feet above mean sea-level, on the hill 
called Pu Kio At its best, within te memory of the oldest mhabi 
tant, 1b was but a collection of wooden houses Across the Nam 
Nia, along a spm overlooking the plain, were still the remains, 
almost perfect, of extensive enilhwoiks, constructed at the tame when 
Chao Anu was captuied and taken to Bangkok 

It 1s the custom of the Siameso, when Luding wats and pagodas, 
to make offerings of jewellery and money, which ae placed usually 
under the sitting figme of Buddha, «1 im its Inerst, or ato bed an 
the floors of the wat, exactly in the lie of sight of the figure 

These places, when the Haw ransacced tio aty, the inhabitants 
were compelled to dig up, while then plundaiois stocd hy, sword in 
hand, directing the proceedings 

Lhe pagoda on the lull, the finest in the resion, had not cseapcd 
Fiom a distance 11 looked perfect, but on a neater approach rents 
were found on three sides, alinost fiom the pmnacle to the foundation 
Te was wonderful that the spuc, 30 ret high, hed nov fallen m, 
The Taw are said to have obtained as much as 7000 .upecs’ weight 
in gold from this pagoda Thagments of uins which had contamed 
offerings, lay strewn about, and still showed ele,ance of form. 

The Muang Puan population exhibited iefinement in all they 
did, but, their elegant taste was of no avail agamst the rude barbauan 
The ougmmal inhabilants weie Kaamu, m whose tame the country was 
called Muang Ka Patumn 16 would appear that the 2egion was once 
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ravaged by the Burmese under a hing whose name was Pia Chao 
Raja (‘the iat), who ruled at Tongsuvadi (Peg) 

Liltle is known of the history of Chieng Kwang. Its culy mhabit 
ants, if not poweiful, must at least have been industito.s Now the 
population belongs to the ordinuy Las stock of Luang Pil ang, with 
precisely the same written and oral languase 

The Siamese and Lao aie of one 12¢e, with a common language 
and the same type of cou tenance, It would be impossible, m a 
mixed crowd, to say which were Lao and w'ue': Siuncse 

Leaving Cheng Kwang, we crossed moad paddy lands, which 
bemg boggy, caused considerable trouble to the elephants, ‘The 
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heavy creatures kept sinking and sliuggling, until the clover Siamese 
provided them with @ firme: footing, This they did by slittmg and 
weaving together some bamboos into a mal, which they stictched 
over the bog and pegged down Over this fragile bridge the animals 
passed in comfort, appuently giwleful fo. vhe relief which had been 
afforded them. 

Struggling over a hill and through nasty jungle, we crossed a 
spw and saw shetched before us Muang Tang 

The feattues of the region were snnilar to those with which we 
were already familiar; the fields were abandoned, and there was not 
a trace of human habitation. Again and again we swept the countiy 
with our glasses, but to no pupose 
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Pitching our tents near an old buint stockade, we strolled over 
the remains of a village, appeently recently prosperous, and san 
several plundered wats and pagodas 

Leaymg Muang Tang, we passed otha villages im ashes, ind 
stockades, wheie the people had made a feeble stand against the 
Haw, who, 14 would appear, had commuted these depiedations only 
a few months previously ‘The stochades lcoked as thoush thoy wore 
at least some two or three years old 

We ascended a heavily woodot hill about 6000 feet high, nea 
the top of which was an old obstruction across the path. Trom the 
top of the Inll, Muang Ngan could be see. lying at the foot, for on 
the southern slope there was not a single tree The town is at an 
elevation of over 4800 fect, and the climate is delightful. ‘The place 
looked rather cheerful, as we could see houses in twos and thiecs 
nestling together, and rice was bemg planicd As we approached we 
saw the women iunning with ther childien, and the buifalocs were 
diiven away, and it was plain that the people took us for Haw; but, 
sending on men ahead, we succeeded im ieasstring them, and they 
1eturned 

The head nan, named 71 Winang (oon, prt im im appaaanee 
and he gave us the story of the troubles fiom the beginning 

Two Fiench puests had been living at Muang Ngan for upwarda 
of ten months, their names, as far as I conld make out, bang Father 
John and Yathe: Antomo Di Ness, 0 Tench tuavella, who had 
come about six months before our urival, was the next Lmopcan 
visitot, Chao Kanti being there ab the time 1) Neiss had 
seaicely 1eached Muang Ngan when he dcspatehcd a letter to the 
Haw of ‘tung Chieng Kam, from whom a cply was received m due 
course Di Neiss then told the people that the ITaw were coming 
down on them, but that, if they agrecd that the couny should 
belong to France, he would 1emain and help them On theii replying 
that they had no power to hand over the country, he rojomed that he 
would hold them responsible if the Tfaw sicle his baggage and stores. 
To this they would not agiee, but offred to tike Ins property with 
them into the jungle, and when the Taw withdrew restore it to him. 
He thereupon deposited Ins baggage in a house, ontside the door of 
which he affixed a wiitten placard, stating m Anamile that the 
county belonged to the King of Anam, and thal if the Tlaw 
damaged his pioperty he would appeal to tle king foi justice When 
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the Haw eme down, Di Ness went to Nawn,, Kai and the two 
puesis to Anam ‘Lhe untoitunate peq)le wee shut up im they 
stochtde then houses bm it, and ertth slanghicred — Fox theo days 
they held out; then them amrimihon wes spent, want of water 
forced them to terits ant they had to pry hewy nes The Haw 
then amused themselves Ly applyimg thumb screws to persons who 
had been the special objects of Ii Neisss sencosity, for eng thom 
to suender the guns Jo had giver them, and fmally tmned thay 
aitention to tho foreign settlement, burned the priests’ houses, and 
scattered Di Ness tow cluthes andl Luoks 1 che 1 els 
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CHAPTLE NII. 
ON THD ML KAWNG RIVLR 


Mancuine from Muan, Ngan, we left the beautiful plateau country 
and got nto the jungle and rough footpaths Om. tents, pilched nea 
a patch of Indian coin, were visited by the women and cluldicn, who 
usually took 1efuge in these out-of the-wiy places fiom the [aw 
I was surprised to see the children weang rupees ay ornamonts 
round their nechs The 1upee was, m faetl, the current coin of the 
district, havmg been intaoduced by the enterpusing aungsus of 
Burma, who weie everywhere to be met with, caryimg then packs 
of small goods It gave something of a shock to ‘ev wold thit they 
trafficked also m slaves, exchanging opium fo1 men and women, the 
unfortunate captives of the Taw 

We pushed on to Ta Tom, wiiich the Taw, after settling with 
Ngan, had hastened to plunder Only two huts were now slauding, 
the rest having been buined, and v number of the misetalle im 
habitants had been caiued off to Tung Chieng Kam ‘The cocoi- 
nuts were abundant, and as theie was none to claim them, ow 
nien helped themselves libeially. Tho place seemed to have been 
mmpoitant, wilh a great deal of Jand under 1ce cullivataon, Liem 
Ta Tom the Nam Chan was navigable, and we prepaicd to make 
the most of it 

The elephants having had a rough time, we decided 40 send them 
back to Nawng Kai without loads, Jlaving quickly constructed 
1afts of bamboo, we pushed off, and weie borne past many cocon- 
nut tiees and several sites of villages, but we met no mhabitants. 
Ow night’s quarters were infested with insecis in gieu vanety, 
among which mosquitoes played a prominent part 

The river was very naow, and lined on both banks wath thick 
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jungle Our bumboo iafis haul to Tew a goot tel of knockin, 
«bout and some of the 1 pds Jive us trouble, Tut ab list, on 
Mav 11, we reach t Bou Kam Ahkti where we ch mged om 
cial for siiall dug outs Tee there w 5 a new 3 tulement, ruled by 
Chie Kanti’s eousin 

We now pushed merily on to the Me Kawng, which wis using 
rapidly, and reiched Nawng Kai m May Jd 

Tiere were a gicab munber of boats, md the pliee looked as 
though v bush trace was deirs caincl or“ Larsvort was cffecued 
mainly by means of 1afts, mmy of them 60 Lecl Icig which 
looked lke floating bec houses They were ananged very com 
fortably for travelling, end cculd desecnd the river as far as Kem uat, 
helow which pomt the rapids aie too stiong to allow anything to 
pass 

We stated fiom Nawng Ku on May —, the gongs and dinms 
of the wats sounding very prellaly "he notes Wl regularly on the 
cat, first the gon., then Unee bers of the chum, then wother gong 
an oetive Ingher than the former Tie Iinis ue + fect lon, and 
24 to 3 feet in diameter, the dtu n he ud betray vw Inde 

At Kaw Cong the river nwrowed and ian betwee: immense 
blocks of aack = At Ban sAng the soenory bee me very pleasing 
with low undulating lulls that Jooke Las ough Uy had once been 
under culuyation, down to tie tiver-binks Tle the vcr nurowel 
to 00 yads, and ws the men could no longer pce a,,unst the 
sheim, we made slow progtess, pushing Yon, tho sule liom rock to 
rock 

At Ken, Muk more scuous dif wltis degar Tie river now 
became pofectly wild, wth huge rocks m evay duochon, thor 
suifaces ghttermyg with a metulic lustre, now gicen, now black Itke 
cou These coloms must have been eaused by some deposit fiom 
the wate: At Nawng Clieng San there wis w sorb of lake cut off 
tio i the LAVGL by piles of sithuy seu uid Ti ot 10cks , wu 1 lus, ah 
the proper season, gical nuiibers of fish were caught. The whnl 
pools were vely violent, and olten, when stauggling against the down 
ward curent, we were caught m an addy and huned swiltly up 
streain past the opposing 1ochs, 

On May 21 we reached Clueng Kan, with much trouble, one boat 
(fortunately recovered) haying been swamped at Keng Chan. The 
nights wele very stormy, and once T awoke 1s if from a mghtinarc, 
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to find the stern of a bort di'ven through my boat's covering 
and settling on my chest My ftcnd, Leonowens, was on bomd 
the craft which was in dangei of smking mine, but, though T shonte 1, 
he continued his slumbcrs undisturbed. With very giew difhenlby 
I managed to push off the intruding boat, but in doing so got soaked 
to the skin. There was now no protection for meagninst the wcathoy 
my boat’s covermg having been hopelessly rent, ond hy mornmg 1 
had taken a severe cold This meident was all the more innlating, 
as Thad suecested, im view of possible storms, that the bouts should 
not be tied too close tozether; but they must lave shifted then 
positions after I retired to 1¢st 

After changing boats and men at Pak 1a we proceeded on our 
way ‘The uver hid now stiarght reacles for long distances, and 
looked extremely wild Enoimous 1ocks Jay all over the chinnel, 
well wooded mountains descended to either bank, bub thee woe 
few villages Above Keng Luang an awkwaid and long rapid, the 
jowmey became more agiceablo, and from Muang Nan upwards there 
weie a number of villages 

We passed no less mighty 1 personage thm the 11an who “holds 
the spnit’ of the clnef of Luang Prabang. ‘ns fellow was shmp 
witted, and lichl an caviable position, for the old chicf would never 
dream of undertaking anything without consultmg him = When 
called to attend to his spit dutics he prepmed for v glouous sprco, 
asking for home Inewed anack ad kbitem and orduim,, the slaughter 
of a buffalo After a substantial meal, washed down with many 
dianghis of goo | rice-hgquor, he worked himself into a feiszy, and 
performed all sorts of contoitions of the body, sometuncs fommun,s at 
the mouth with his exertions Le was thon considered as possussed ; 
questions were put, his answeis to whieh were 1egudod ag oraculm, 
and this questioning was kept up until the possessed fell asleep fom 
eshaustion and inebiiation Strangers haye always been anviously 
excluded fiom witnessing these performances, and the custom seems 
to have pietty well dicd out, but still every one who can afford it 
has lis spit man 

J was short of boatmen, and, as the spmaitman man could steer 
I took him with me, He warned me that he was the devi, } ut tus 
information was of httle consequence Tle steered my boat in lust 
1ale style, and at nightfall on May 29 we reached Luang Prabang 
Our journey had heen a iemakably rapid one, for we arrived on the 
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evening of the fomtcenth dv fiom Nawng Ka Tad we been on 
the 11ve. 1 month ewher, we shoull hie eneountered great 
duheulties The ryc1 had usen, affording bywrys for the Ixats, 
where othawise nasty pats of tle vapids would have had to be

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CHAPTER XIY, 
LUANG PRABANG CITY 


To ow great horrot, the camp had been pitched in ag bad a place as 
possible, and its a1angement was ynecisely 1] e opposite of that which 
we had duected ‘The rains, howevea, had set im, and such heavy 
requisitions had been made on the inhabitants in the building of the 
dheadful huts, that we felt it would be immacticable to begin all 
over again 

It was reported that the Taw were at Muang Yiw, so we could 
not rctwin to Bangkok, as a move in that direction would have made 
them imagine we were afraid, and would certunly have invited 
altack on Luang Prabang. We had to do tle best we could, and as 
nothing could sayo the men fom fever, we had a site at once selected 
for a hosyntal, and the building begun 

P 1a Sokota1 was to have protected Munn, Yiw, and he had built 
stockades for that pupose ; but before the Taw made their appear- 
ance he was attached by fever, and came diwn to Luang Prabang, 
whereupon the Haw burnt Ins stcckades 

Some members of the Scnadods, ot counc 1, put m an appearance 
and asked that a day might be f'xed for my visit to the chil 

The official lettei, o1 supa ahsawn, was lud on a silver plate and 
eninied under a white wirbiella, preceded by fifes and dims to the 
chief's house, the road to which was nariow, and at that season smelt 
very strongly We passed through the principal maiket place, which 
had small sheds on each side for the display of goods. It being noon 
the market was deserted, and we picked our way as best we could 
through the slush, 

When we arrived the principal Lao oflicials were assembled im 
uniform, and in a little while the chief himself came, Tle was a { ne 
old man, seventy seven years of age, of a very goutle disposition, and 
niuch beloved by the people. I had read that Luang Piabang was 
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onee tilowtny to Anum, ant on my asking the old chief if such was 
the case, his answer was short and decisive “Nove.” Ife sarl that 
anim belonged to China, and thit Luang T’rabang had formerly 
paid tribute to Chini every ten yeus, the tatbite having been taken 
from Mung Sar to Muang 11 of the Sib Sawng Pana to the Governor 
of Yunan, whom they called Chao Ta Wong, The tulute had con 

sisted of 4 elephants, J mules 533 Ibs of nok (metal composed of 
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gold and copper), 25 Ibs of uhinocerss’ horns, L000 Ibs of ivory, 250 
pieces of home spwn cleth, 7 horn, 150 bundles of uccu-pulin nuts, 
50 cocoanuts, md 33 bags of the 10¢ of the fish pla bud. 

While we wee enjoymg a pleisant conversation with the old 
chief, a concert of hull fogs was kept up unde: the house 

The market place of Luang Piabang was 1tther ci1owded im the 
moinings and it was mtcresting to stioll though the suange medley 
of men and women bartermg and chaffermg in then different jagons 

Rupees weie not exclusively used as money, but were melted 
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down, and entered Imgely into the mannfactme of the numerous 
a 

aiticles executed 1m handsome designs by the Lao. These compused 

eyldrical boxes, basins, mah sets (for the usual betel and ireca mut) 

and handles fo. daggers and knives 
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There weie more than tiventy Byzmans resident in Luang Pra 
bang, and thew headman had been gyey twenty years settled in the 
town, They caried on a trade with Maulmem in gum-ben, anim, 
raw silk, indigo, wax, and cardamcems. 

Raw silk, of excellent quality, was once plentifnl all over the 
province Improvement was r.equued chiclly m the winding of the 
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silk fiom the cocoons, ts the method wopted produced conse and 
knotted threads The following 1 v lst of prices ol some of the

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The month of June in Luang Prabang is x very busy one for 
fishermen, Nearly all the boats are employed on fishing, cach paying 
a laige fish fo. the privilege Two kinds of large fish, pla bu and 
pla vrerm, aie puncipally sought after. The latter, the smalle: of the 
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twe, of an average weight of 70 lbs, has tecth, and on the lack a 
peculim long fin, it has no scales, is of a dak gicy eolow, and not 
vely appelizing in appeaiance. Ib is plntiful in Mareh, Ayal, and 
May, and 1s sold for about tires rupees A pla bul that I helpel to 
take weighed 130 lbs , it was 7 feel long ind 4 fect 2 ches round 
the body, the tail measmcd 1 foot 9imches The fsh had neither 
scales nor teeth, and was sold for ten rupees, The roc of this fish 1g 
considered a gieat delicacy ‘The fish is taken im the sixth, seventh, 
o1 cighh month, or June, July, and Aagus., when on its upward 
journey Retwnmg in November, it keeps low in the river, and a 
few stray ones only mec caught It confines itself to the Nam 
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Kawng, and does nob go up tho Nam U, which tho pla recom seems 
to prefer 

The net for catching these fish 15 from 150 to 200 feet long and 
6 feet wide, made of cord one eighth of aninch thich ‘Tus is dropped 
across the tive: fiom a small boat, usually Ly two men, and is 
suppoited ab one edge by calabashes, used as floats, 8 feet apart, 
the othe: edge bemg sunk by stones placed opposite the floats [n 
June the water 19 almost red, and the fish, keeping near the sinface 
are easily caught. The more they siiuggle the more firmly me they 
seemed in the meshes, and the stones 1attling against the side of the 
boat as the fishermen pull in the net, indicalo a successful cast. This 
method of fishing ig not without danger, fo. men have been known 
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0 be dragged from the boat and entangled m the meshes of the net 
vith the fish 

Those who take an interest im sea scrpents will bo pleased to 
snow that the Lao have a river seipent im the Me Nam Kawng It

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CHAPIER XY, 
LRADILIONS OF LUANG ERABANG 


Wo visited the Ill where stands the pagoda called Pia Chawn $1, 
said to contan Gautamas bones. The pagoda 13 an ele ant stiucte, 
heavily gilé, built on an ssolated limestone e121, about 230 feet high, 
round the base of which les the town, or 1ather Imge vallago On 
the western slope there was a stccp flight of steps Icading tc the top 
where a watchmin was stioned whose duty 1b was to simke a big 
dium at proper intervals uf he failed im this the spirits would be 
very analy 

Tho entre population of the Me Kawng valley 13 stiangely 
addicted to the woiship of spits, not good, but malevolent spirits, to 
whom eve1y year cattle aro slaughtered as popitiatory offerings 

Luing Prabang presents a beautiful view, especially m the even 
mz, when the golden hues of the setting sun light up the mountains 
The river, 1770 feet wide and perfectly stil, miy le seen fo1 long 
distances, and the lulls, sloping down to the banks, seem to enclose 
the broad waters, wluch tl us assumed the appeaiance of a lake The 
cham of the landscape 1s heightened by a pigode hue and there, 
some with domes, said to be very ancicnt, one of them alleged to have 
been built over a lime ind a guaya face that could speak = Wat Pa 
Fang 1s said to have been built im the year 800, which m the Chula 
e1a would be the yer 938 AD,, and this temple 1s the oldest. known 

Al Wa, Lueng rehg cus rites were ammually performed ard 
festivities were held, im which the Kamu played a very important 
pat. Ile, also took place the ceremonies in connection with the 
accession of a new chief, where the headmen of the Kamins assembled 
and took the oath of allegiance, swearing to dic before the cluef, shot 
airows over the thione lo show how they would fight any of 1s 
enemies, and holding a lighted candle, prayed that thew bodies might 
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be run through with hot ron and that tie sky might full and e1ush 
them if they proved unfaithful to then oaths. 

On the right bank of the uver is a small hdl elet Naas Men 
A legend says that a lady of ths name when sho died was changed 
into the hill, the outlme of a womai in a teclin, posture bem, 
faintly disceimble in the evoning twilizht. On the lelt Tank 15 the 
impression of a foot said to be her aight fool, an1 1 conespon ling 
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nark 1s shown on the other side of the river, indicating that her last 
tep measured 1000 yards. 

To the east is the hill called Pu Suang at the foot of which died 
he lonely scientific tiavellet, Charles Mowhot, whose memory is stull 
herished with kindly interest m the neighbourhood. Lis de wh, 
lowever, 1s associated with the superstition of the Lao, for they say 
hat on the hilltop theie is a gieat treasuie, guarded by dragons 
vhich, even in om time, have been secn rising and stiuggling to ether 
n the air, and that whoever tries to ascend the lull is certaim Lo 
eush in the attempt Mouhot madc the attempt, contracted fever, 
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aid died, but it 15 needliss tos y muy have icached the summit 
without meeting with dewth diijons o1 ewswe 








MARKET PLACE, LUANG PRABANG 











Luang Prabang, one of the oldest towns of Indo China, has, vely 
probably, the most interesting Instory I was able, at odd intervals, 
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to gather the followma tia litional se.aps fron the eldest sc 1 of t] 
chief: 

The fast king was K’un Boiom, wio lived at Teng (ide t ted by 
Majo. Getini as the Dasana 01 Doana of Ptolemy), where 2 tree grew 
that reached to heaven, and shaded the whol distret of Tang Pt 
bang ‘The hing used to amuse himself ly going up md down 
between earth and heaven until the evil spirits, wish to h ep lan 
on earth, cut down the tree The wood of the tree w lounl ever 
nowadays, and, under the name of ‘ Kua Kas Kit,’ 1, of © ase 
used a3 a chaim against every evil ‘The king planted pum) kins, inl 
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one day, to see whether a pumpkin was upe, pwreed i with um nor 
speal, whereupon, to his surpiise, bloo! flowed fiom wt The write 
few days and then prerced another when a blick min issued forth 
who became the progenitor of all the Ka Che, or Kamu A. few 
days later he pierced another pumpkin, when a wht.e men ime ont, 
who became the progenitor of the Lao Jn aecordance with tl ¢ tale 
the Lao look upon the Ka Che as thu elder mnetnen 

As time went on both the Lao and Ka Che sew vary nemetous 
so that 1b became necessary to find a new countiy, anliivahy spi mg 
up between the families, though the younger bothers faruly, o the 
Lao, were adimtted to be the cleverer. On the occasion of the exodus 
from Muang Teng the Lao, with therr usual sk Il, used wooden bouts 
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anl iafis, whereas the Ka Che made boats of buTtilo lide Both 
went down the Nan Nua but ab vapid eed Mon Kyu (“Smell of 
Buffalo”) the Ka Che boais were broken and hid to be abandoned 
Thus the Ka Che were obled to seek a helpmg hand fiom the Lao, 
who took them to the spot where the town of Luimg Prabang now 
stands Theo they founded a city calcd Sawa which crow to he 
very powerful, and held sway over the whole Me K wng valley The 
city was named after a lage slone over which the pagoda Wat Cheng 
Tawng has been built 

Thstmy omiis the story of the pm ypkins 91 asys thos s who came 
first to Muang Sawa wore the descendants of K’un Law, the eldest 
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gon of K’un Borom, by his wife Neng Pola The sacond son was 
Chet Cineng, who founded Chieng Kwang, 01 Puan; the thnd gon 
was ‘I Palan, who founded Laksa Kuha, 01 Yuna 

‘The second wife had fem sons: Chu Song, who founded Pa-Kung, 
or Anam; Lak-Kong whe founded Hongsawadi (Pegu); Lai Pong 
who founded Chieng Dao, or Aleve (Clieng ITung, Siamese “ Rung,” 
the Lao having no 2), Kin Tn, the youngest, whu founded $1 Ayiw 
via, Thus Muang Teng © regarded as the Jistuibuting centie of all 
the population of Indo China 

To sottle the long-standing dispule concerning supremacy between 
the Ka Che and the Lao, it was agiecd that the mastery should be 
given to those who should make the Iighest chadeo, or small matting 
placed conspicuously to frighten spits and tigeis from the camp. 
The Ka Che set to work, but could not ra1se the chaleo to any 
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considerable elevation. The Lao, tying thens te the cnd of a bamboo, 
which when let go spranz up to a great height, ewily became the 
masters, and, until gute 1ecently, the Ka Che consequently supplied 
them with all that they reqwrel. In the old days a inpee puchased 
mote rice than four men could hft 

Fou fifteen gencrations the chiefs had the title K un, and for six 
generations the title of lao ‘The name of the cily was changed to Lan 
Sang (Siamese “ Chang,” the Lao havimg no eh), the meaning of the 
name, according to Pia Riddhnons, the Siamese commissionei, bemg, 
‘ the plain among the elephants,” as the sunounding Ills are called 
Sany (Siamese “ Chang”), o1 elephants ‘then the name was changed 
to Luang Piabang, from the Prabang, a golden image of Gautama 
which, first set up m Ceylon, was cared successively Lo Cambodia, 
Tmang Prabang, Wieng Chan, Bangkok, and finally back to Luang 
Prabang 

In the beginning of this century Luang Pa vbang was destioyed 
by Wieng Chan, from which t had long heen separated, Its chief, 
Anata, and Ins son, bemg taken pusoners, were sent to Bangkok, 
where they remained for twelve yeas Dying twenty years liter, 
this chief was succeeded by Mongta, who ruled for twelve years, and 
was followed by Chao Luang Se1m, who, in twin, after nimeteen 
years of government, was succeeded m 1870 hy the late chief, Chao 
Luang Un Kham

As our woik could not be cared on duting the rains, Leonowens 
retuned to Bangkok Bust, as he wished, remained, ind T sent 
seventy soldicis down to Nawug Kai, a comparatively healthy place, 
to be at the disposal of Pia lay the gencial who was maiching to 
cuslodge the Ifaw IIc, however, showed Ins oprmon of the men 
given to us for soldias by dispatching them back to Banghok as 
soon as the ininy season was over 

The iain powed down steadily, and sickness prevailed 1 was 
bowled over with fever, and all my servants were ill Bush, who 
had been complaming «ff anl on, seemed to be yotting worse, and 
1 had nm accommodated 11 my bedioom, so as to be able to look 
aflor him better 

On the evenings of June 29 he had a vivlont attack of fever, and 
sank .apidly. By half past eleven all was sull = Tned and all, T 
could not think thet my companion, o1 ly twenty-one years of igo, 
was dead, but, to my guief, 1b wis only too tine 

This death was a yreat blow to me, Lut [ found a friend in the 
person of the Governor of Pichai, than whom no mar eculd have 
been moie kind and considerate Ifo did everything im lus power 
to atiango for the proper mtcrmeny of my fiicnd, whose 1cinauns, 
duly coffined, we placed in the grave dug neat Wat Tat Miserable 
and ill, I saw no good in staying, I conld diag along, but should 
not be in a fit condition for the heavy work after the rams, and it 
seemed bette: to 1etwin to Bangkok and prepa for the next season 

On July 5, taking leave of the kind old chief, who had provided 
me with comfortable boats, I turned my back on Luang Prabang 
Tt was a pretty place, but dung the rainy season decidedly unhealthy 
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for old 1esidents and strangers alike ‘There was no diamige whiat- 
ever and after a shower the eflluyia weie so heavy that one fancied 
them settling hke a fog ‘The fevers contiacted me not of the 
ordmary type; violent retching comes on and the patients sink and 
die In some enges m less than twelve hours the disease has done 
its work It was not uncommon for a man to be perfectly healthy 
in the evening, seized by a fever dune the mght, and a corpse next 
morning Some go perfectly mad. The Chinese seemed to lave 
a gieat dread of the place during the 1:uny season not 1 single 
Chinaman would remain, The tradeis came from Nawng Kai and 
Pichai duiing the dry season, but were off before the rmmy season 

The journey down stieain was very quick, and I reached 1 th lar 
an the forenoon of the third day ‘Lhe river was nob recogmzable, 
the whulpools weie appaiently dangetous, bul the boatmen we ¢ 
wonderfully expert 

We started fiom Pak Ila with the sick the march, although 
short, was too much for them and we halted for a day at Muang 
Wa The path to the pass over the mai watershed was vory 
easy and comfortable, but the western side ag fu as the camp on 
the Nam Pat was roughish, and very trying fo. tho sick, [ pushed 
on to Yundu, the nearest vilige cu te Mo Nun, im order to get to 
the boats a3 soon as possible One, unfortunately, died, bub the rest 
reached Yandu safely. The sight of the Bangkok 11ver gladdened the 
poor fellows’ hearts, and the boats in which we deseended, small 
though they were, proved a comfortable shange for every ono. 

We reached Utaradit, which consists of a long stretch of houses 
on the right bank of the river, with a Imge Chinese popul uion 
It 1s divided into thiee pats the noithein, Fa Tt, the Middle 
Utaradit, where the governor lives, and Ban Po, the Chinese division, 
as I may call it It is a gient trading contre for Lao and Yunan 
produce, which is here collected for transit to Bangkok and o her 
places ‘Thanspot mrangements, however, ao yey defective 
Strangeis are unable to secure the boats necessary for the downwaid 
passage, and the difficulties of the return jouincy me still maie 
serious, so that traders prefer to stake westwards oveland ‘Thus 
it happens that produce valued at many tlousands sterling 1 
annually taken to Maulmein instead of lo Bangkok 

To the west of Utatadit is the shi ne of Pina Ten, of modest 
dimensions, of the usual Siamese style of architectwe, and heavily 
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gilt The doos saul to be very ancient, ate Inge and magnificently 
emyod The catafalqne built over the rock 1s we woe told about 
12 feet long 6 feet Lioad, and 2 feet nh, uchly gilt Tn the 
centic 19 a hole about ¢ inches in diameter, though which the 
people pout then offers of gold leaf Around there ae cow itless 
images of Gautama, with wax tapers buuung im front of them at 
which occasionally the devotees light then cigarettes, with, to a 
sti unger, a rather comueal offect While one man 1s devoutly attend 
ing to lus tapers, another, with cigmetle rowly, is intontly watching 
lus opportunity, and suldenly jerkin, down, holds his cig uette at 
the hight, bat this 13 so usnal that no one noeirees 1) There are 
a number of pricsis, some of whom drive a good tiade with then 
nogtrums for all sickness and chnims against all evils 

Trom Utaradit there me tiade routes to Pie, Sawankalok (the 
ancient Sajanala), and Sukotai ‘The story of this last place 1s 
interesting, and 13 told as follows — 

Chao Abhaya-Gamani, the King of Sukotm, became a hermit, and 
lived on Kao Tmang towatds the west, ‘Lhe giand-danhtet of Pia 
Nak, the king of serpents, came fiom the ground, an | having changed 
heiself into a beautiful woman, abo te with the hermit king ‘or a week, 

When they pmted, the king gave her a ng and a sulk turban 
as tohens, and maiangud thi on e corn diy he should come wash 
all the women of Sukotar and take het 11 piroeession to lis capital 
When the day arrived he came a3 he had promised, but there was 
no beautiful princess, and he 1etwned in anser to his home, The 
tame ieckoning of serpents and of men differed by a day, and when 
the woman, aruving with her child according to the aneoment as 
she understoo lit, found neither king nov retinue, she i tin became 
indignant Lamenting her misplaced confidonce im her royal love, 
and placing her child and the tokens in the hermit coll, she 1esumed 
the form of a serpent. 

Within the forest wae two hunters, who, overtaken with thirst, 
bethought them of the 2c], arguing that had thoe been no water 
there it could not have been the dwelling of the hemmit-king. They 
approached the spot, and finding, to thar surpuse, the eluld with 
the tng and the turban, they took the defonceless infant under ther 
care, This, according to the talo, was in the yea 1240 of the 
Buddhist era, or 697 4.0, 

When the child was ten years of age he accompamed the hunters 
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to witness a ceremony connected with the riisin, of the top of the 
royal palace ‘The youthful spectator pointed out that the top was 
leanmy ove1, and was about to fall in a parkelar duection The 
accuracy of his obseivation was veuflicd by the collapse of the 
structwe, and when the imerdent was 1eported to the king he com- 
manded that the hunters and the boy sl onld be nought mto Ins 
presence When he had heud the hunters’ story he recogmized the 
boy as ns child, and gave lum the name Arun Rajakumar At this 
time Snkota, though a powerful state, was tubutuy to Pra Chao 
Kambuya, King of Inthap’at (Cambodia), but now, on the advice 
of the young prince, the king 1enounced his allegiance. ‘To seize the 
stigator of this revolt the King of Cambodia sent a sacred man, 
Khom Dam Dim, who could dive though the eaith ‘The prince, 
then about thuteen years of age, was im the monastery sweeping the 
grounds when the Khom suddenly 11ade his appearance, inquiring for 
ins intended vichm ‘The prince, however at once transfori ied him 
into a block of stone, the 1emams of which are still to be seen, but 
ara constantly duninishing, being canied off by the mhabitants 
piece meal to serve as charms against all evil * ‘The pice, growing 
up to manhood, manied the daughter of Pin Ba ‘Tamarat, King 
of Sajanala 

The King of Sajanala, accomprmed by his brother, Py bKadhi 
Kuma, then went in a thirty oared boat to the land of the Chinese, 
where then presence brought about an eclipse of the sun ‘The 
Empeior of China sent to myuiie the cause of the darkness, and 
K’un Keo Amat reported the arrival of two Siamese punces, This 
seemed in accordance with a piophecy which now came to mind, and 
which was completely fulfilled when the emperor bestowed his 
daughter to be the wife of the King of Sawankalok, presenting lim 
with half his seal of state and sending a thousand men to escort the 
princess to her new abode The attendants, settling in Tao Tmian, 
above Muang Kao (old city) in the Sawankalok distict, where there 
ave fields of kaolin, caied cn the manufactire of povtery, as did their 
descendants after them, until, owing to the Burmese incmsions, the 
art was lost ‘The brother, P’1a Kidhukumar, married Nang Malika, 
a daughter of the King of Chieng Mai.

The iver had overtlowed its banks and a number of pcople, 
the majouty bemg women, had assembled im U en boats for races 
A special featme of thes. races 15 that the boats’ crews are either 
all men o: all women never inved, Tao women ae young and 
maruageable, and, in fact hive only come lor a grand flirtation They

A1 tho last moment Leonowens give up the idea of rete to 
Tmang Prabang Mr LE J Collis, an old schoolfellow whom T 
had not seen for twelve yeas, jomed me fiom the Indian survey to 
help nm my work in Siam 

An escort of thirty matines accompamed us, and Lieutenant Ross 
mussen, of the Danish aitillery, was in chu,e [ was mstaiuoted 
“to consult with the two military commanders, Pia Rajaw aanakul 
and P 1a Picha’, who had been desired to take vi,o.ous steps for the, 
suppression of the JIaw, ‘ to look after the safety of the smvey 
party, and te render ever) assistance 

Starting from Banghol on November 12, 1884, we passed Chainat, 
the teah revenue station, md then av caious bend ii the ver, with 
a number of small hills on the left bunk, beyond which the Mc Nam 
lifiucales 

After a stimight run, with low julls on the castoin flank, Nokewn 
Sawan (the “ City of TTeaven’) was icached 

We accomplished the jomney thither mm comlot and ose, and 
passed on to Paknam Po, at the junction of the two sticams, which, 
after receiving all the waters of the nothein part of Siam, commonly 
called Lao, form the Me Nam Chao Pia ‘The vauteties of boats used 
on the 1iver are remarkable, and some are pooular to diferent 
nves The Kwe Yar (mem branch) han Nan 1 nar aw andl deep, 
the Kwe Noi (minor branch) from Chiengmai 1s shallow and wide, 
in some placos, as al Rabong, 800 yards in width 

We pushed on to Utmadit, where wo left the boats and took the 
land 1oute to Nan by Muang Fek 

Some of the tianspoit elephants having in away, I was delayed, 
and had to make up for the detention the next day by walking 10 
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XE Hin, a march of more than cleven hours The latter part of the 
joumney was li,hted by excellent torches made by splittun, the ends 
of diy bamboos, growing along the sides of the path 














LIA PICHAI, WHO DIZD AL LUANG LRABANG 


The maich onwards to Nan was ove 1 ileresting countiy, hough 
numerous paddy fields that had been well u1gated 

Nan 15 the most flourishing town of all the Lao Pung Dam 
division, The people are well to do unde: then old chief, who has 
ruled justly and fiimly for upwards of sixty yems.

The walls of the erty of Nan, abort 2 m les in ereumfer)ence, were 
damaged, bub promptly repaired 

The 11ee fields aie culivated to their full extent, there being an 
excellent system of nuigation, which 1s not allowcd to fall into decay 
Advantage was taken of a Juge swamp, and by piling earth in a 
airele a reservon was formed, whch supplies hundieds of acies of 
uce fields, the soil bemg particulmly productive, According to a 
simple calculation, Uie number of men and women who annually 
contibule 11c¢ to the common store m the city 15 60,000, The 
population of the whole province | would estumate at 250,000, of 
Whom 50,000 ae m the portion of Nan beyond the Me Kawng 
Thousands of emigiants fiom Sibsawng Vana, and Kamus from 
Luang Prabang have settled in the province, and there is & giowing 
population of Mco and Yao Nan was justly zoveined, and ciume 
was putshed in a manner which, if diastic, wis effective, ‘Theft was 
punished by decapitutior, a seventy which was supportel by the 
Lehef that nealy all aobberies we acco npanied o1 followed by 
muidet, and that, though possibly m ten yes one men may lose 
lus hfe for theft alone, any relaxation of the law would be’ followed 
by a fai greater loss of life 

Nea the source of the Nam Nan, and in the vicinity of the main 
watershed, aie several salt wells, fom which an excellent supply of 
salt 13 obtained These wells aio jealously guarded, and the fens 
of the people ae excited by stories of the punishments inflicted by 
the spits on those using them wiongfully  Corlaim people have the 
privilege of woking then, paying one inpee for fom mwas, about 
530 Ibs The wells mo fiom 30 to 40 feet deop, and it was smd 
that thiee buckets of watet produced one and a half of salt Tn the 
iainy season they aio co slantly worked, but m the dry season they 
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run diy, and work ceases. There 1s nothing to show how the pie 
sence of salt was discovered o. ‘vhat suggested the sinking of the 
wells; the people say they ae vouy ancient The teak forests of 
thus region are the finest in Siam. The existence of gems is reported 
from various quarters, and when the geological examin ion of the 
district takes place 1t will be found uch in mneials 

Collis and Rossmussen look the land route by Muang Hung to 
Luang Prabang,.while | went by the northein and quicker 1oute to 
Tanun on the Nam Kawng

En route we passed tough Muang Luak (since called Tong 
Sawad1), which 1s w pla about 10 sles long and 6 miles broad, su 
rounded by high steep lulls Rising a couple of hundred Leet above 
the plain are two active voleanogs, known as the ‘Gieat Tne hill 
(Pu Tai Yau), and “ Small Vine hill” (Pu Tai Nov). 

I visited Pu Foi Ya, and found a path to the top, The ciater 
is about 100 yards long, 50 yaids broad, oval in shape, with one end 
about 50 feot Ingher than the other, like an oblique section of a

different heips smoke was wsstun, and 10n some there were very 
oflensive vipows [lt dricd sticks wore fiserted into some of the 
sstnes there was v low iu ublin, rose 13 0 1 blows playing and 
imme lately they bust mt) flame — [1 others the volu nes of smoke 
mecreased, Lut theic was no fane o acco npanyn ys noise, As the 
day vv nees the mists rice, and while the sun shines thee 15 less 
smoke, Fut the flames are constantly playing ail there 15 the same 
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rumbling noise = The people aie afi ud of the voleano and attiubute 
it to vuy bid spits Some of the minerals at the voleano we 
sulphur dnd tinvertine, ciscn kicsel (clay ton oie, plentiful all. over 
Siam)—when hot 16 15 soft, and can be pulverized holween the fingers 
—sulphate of alumina and potassa, natuve alum, hydiated puroxide 
of non, lunonite, native sulphu 

Auiived at ‘Tanun, we look to boats and had a pleasant passase 
down the 11ve1, shooting ab peacocks, wluch were plentiful On one 
occasion a peacock was seen tumbling on «a sandbank in a most

Wuby we aiuived ab Imang Pralang Pia Pichat hal already left 
with the Luan. Piabang contingent fo "ung Chicng Kam — | pad 
a visit to the oll cluef, who, though suffer nj fom a slight attack of 
asthma, lookel vay well, and appoimtel Ins eldest son, the Chao 
Rayawong, to 1ecom) any me to Tung C ueng Kam, 

Collins and Rossmussen biought the Nan elephants to Luang 
Viabang but the Nun officials refused ‘to go fmther without an 
order from Binghok Knowing that thd most wmyent want was that 
of supplies, we Joaded with rice as many clephants as cculd be got 
together, and set oul, following the ioute wh ch Pw Pichar had taken 
with ns contungent very day my suprise increased at the hyht- 
hearted manner in which the fanspoit of Jago numbers of mon 
actoss a1ough country was undatiken 

At Ban Le of Wieng Sen FT ieceived a note fiom Py Pichaa, 
iequesting me not to como to Tung Clucng Kam, as provisions 
weie shal Om transport coolies hidaun away, but I sont forwad 
a supply of aree on the me elephants we hid brousht [tb was 
anranged that Pia Ne ftom Nawng Kani and Pia Picha fiom Luang 
Prahang should reach “ung @ vieng Kom cn a f{xol day, and in 
conceit attick the stockade of the Law, if the latte: would not 
suriender 

Pia Ray had spent Ins youth m the piecinets of the comt, and 
wag annoyed that he had been appointed to act im concert with Pia 
Pichai, who was a counliy-bred man, Besides, he had a thorough 
contempt for the IIaw, and was quite peisuaded that his mere 
piesence would make them flee ot smuender, Conscquently he 
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took things in a iathe: leisurely way, and, like the great Napoleon 
depended on the enemy for supplies 

Pa Picha was anatous to cary out his oideis to the letter, so 
he hued along a very rough route, over mountuns and down uvcls, 
with a large and scantily provisi mel body of men and rerche | Tung 
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Chieng Kam on the day appomted Bemg uttealy unaccustomed 
to command, he found himself at the head of an undisciplined rabble, 
and the Haw were iutated into assuming an athtude of resistance, 
Tle made a stockade, taking up a position about 2 miles from the 
Ylaw defences, and there he remained for more than a month, awaiting 
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thewinsal £ $ worthy ¢ Heagne, who was lta Sunt vane g 
lumsdlf Fy the way. Parla uc mse o tom appeal vt 1 wes 
Cueng Kim, wilcrtinitely abu wrth woh “the county 
gener” ws he eallad Lts colleqgue he “eountiy gene” Fad an 
unplers nt tine, bub he dd Wo he cull to maz malts to a 
successful issue IIe pl ced Tinsel uniuservedly ander Pia Raj 
who made i new stoc cade al out 500 yar Is Inither cn than the other 
Pie Ray was fully persnadcd that the mac knowledge of lus wuval 
had been enou,h for the Huy, oil thet Ucy lal alicady deserted 
their stocka le, his scouts Lavi x 2repoited thit there wisnot so much 
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as the sound of a ‘owl to be heud thac Ife wert out © mike i 
leconnaissance m person, but when he job within rife range a shower 
of bullets convince | him the lace wag 1ot descated, and ho had to 
beat a hasty acew. Then ha fumed lis plans for fine cing the 
Tlaw, and gettmg ud cf them, as he said, m half an hou 

Tt was then that, with Collins and Rossnimssen, I wrived u Tang 
Chieng Kam, having pushed on in conscquenee of a lebier fom 
Pia Picha, zequestmg mo to meet the two generals for a consullation 
about the work Tere the Ifaw hal becn caryimg on their operations 
with then usual babmity. At the bottom of the lnrk 1avine woie 
the coipses of two Lao that had aecontly becn behcaded, and tales 
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of fresh eruelties were told The Ifaw had sent out scouts to watch 
for messengers 01 stragglers fiom the camp, an unfortunate Khama 
had been sewed, his fingers and his cars cut off, and the mutilated 
victim sent back as a warning to those who were cauying supplies 
The wife of this man was also Liken, and, beri, eens, she was 
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killed, for il was believed that the blood of an unbor1 babe rendered 
the powder with which it was mixed unfailing in the destruction of 
hfe Round ticals were also used as bullets, as they, too, were charmed 


to 1endei them fatal. 
On February 22 we reached the icld of battle The oracles wero 
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consulted, and it was decided that icn o clock in the moimuing wis the 
ught time to fio the fist gan m the wlack on the Haw About 
eloven o clock we found the men hud xb work, and the cannonauling 
was Lem vigorously cariicd on 

Moving to within thice-quarters of » mile of the Taw stockade, 
Rossmusscn and 1 had a faitly good view of the opeations The 
stockade, about 400 yards Jong and 200 bioad, was surrounded by 
growing bamboos, which made 1t difficult to sec mto it Mae were 
seven towers about 40 feet ugh, md the constant puffs of smoke 
seemed to show that the greatest exceution was , ang on fiem them 
Noith, west, and east were open ice fickls, to the south was jungle. 
‘Lhe Siamese had sturounded the stoeka le on the north and east by 
the Luang Prabang contingent and men fiom Pichar and Subota, 
and on the west aud south by the contingent from Nawn, Ka The 
north and west sides were well in view, and ib seemed that the 
assulants weie advancing in columns of alont 50 men, canying 
several white elephant flags, cach company being provided with an 
Armstiong 3ix-pounder mountam howit7u ‘They seemed to be 
moving to take up thew positions behind a tempoimy palisade 
aheady constiucted by mer who had advanced beating shields of 
double rows of bumbovs  Tnese sluelds were vury hewy, and tie 
men cuiying them weie wounded 1n the ans and feet, which it was 
impossible to protect 

The cannonading went on biuskly on each sule, but apparently 
a good deal of it wis only nosy displty With the small aims, 
however, considerable excculion wis Ieing done The Siamese 
planted themselves within [00 yaids of tho stcckade, and proceeded 
to make a palisade Many mon were retuing from the stockade in 
gioups of twos and tees, sone poor wounded flows 11 lng on 
ponies o1 being cauicd They scemed indifferent to their wounds, 
and all appeaed 11 excellen. spirits, 

About tavo in the aflernoon each side ceased fring and there was 
a lull in the operations About thee the fring was 1csumed mote 
vigorously, and a short time afterwards the news came that Pia Rey 
was wounded ITe had hee stiuck by a shot, weighing about two 
pounds, which had glanced off one of the posts of a Chinese Jo3s house, 
where he was standing, and stauck lim im the leg, 

Evening came on and the stockade had not yet been taken, but 
the firmg was kept up all night, and shouts of defiance fiom each side 
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could be heard at a gicat distance. Lt was known the Ilaw wae 
inveterate opium smokers, and if the firing was kept wp, nob bens, 
able to sleep, they would be fag.ed out The Siamese loss for the 
day was seiious, about fifteen men belonging to Pia Pichais detach 
ment being lulled, and twenty wounded, while of Pia Ray’s men 
not less than fifty had been killed and wounded 

‘The Siamese settled down to a regula siege, charges weie made 
on the Ifaw stockade, but as one section did not act in concert with 
the other they wee 1epulsed with heavy loss. The stockade of the 
Siamese was daily filing with wounded Collins and Rossmussen 
Ayer formed the work of doctors, diessmg tie wounds of about foty 
men daily Some of the wounds took houis to diess, Rossmussen 
had nerve fo. surgical operations: his method of extracting some of 
the bullets might have made a doctor state, but ib eventually gave 
the men relief 

One day, when all was quiet, Rossmusscn and I went within 400 
yards of the Taw stockade, and observed that the 100fs of the toweis 
weie made of giass Rossmussen, who was an aitillery office, 
immediately suggested to Pia Pichai, who had come to wan us to 
leave, that he should use heated shot, and thus set the towers on fire, 
The adea was adopted, but the details woe to be canied out by the 
Siamese themselves 

Bamboo scaffoldings were erected opposite each tower, about «0 
feet in height, that bemg the height of the towers, and the howitzers 
weie hauled up to these platforms The powder was 1ammed home 
with grass for wadding, a cylinder of wood was introduced, then the 
hot shot pomed in and immediately fired off So farwell, the signal 
was given, Pia Picha’s gun at the noith-erst corner 1esponded, and 
the tower was in flames mamoment What wee the otha guns 
doing? I was told that one of the hot shot fell fizzing into the mudst 
of a ciowd of Siamese, who were qumetly smoking at the foot of one of 
the scaffolds, The Ilaw weie quick to see that these giass 100fs were 
now a somece of danger, so they promptly denuded the toweis of all 
inflammahle covering The north cast tower was, however, burnt 

Another plan was suggested. ‘The men were to move up in parallel 
columns carrying fiiewood befoie thom, so that the palisade of the 
stockade might be reached and the whole set ablaze. Some days 
were spent in collecting a zieat stock of firewood, but as soon as it 
was all heaped up in front of the first parallel, the Haw set it on fire, 
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aid the Si mese h d to f Hl bick undur tv hewy shower of bullets, 
which ¢d lcd many to the list dead and wounded 

The Haw had vu titck of malig sorties at moht, each mar carry 
imgim ins hand 1 small canvas bas holdin, a out two ounces of 
powder ‘Ihese they woull ignite and throw among, the Siunese 
The flash enabled them to xe then vielims, whom they wot ld spea, 
and then ereep brick to tle stockade ‘The Stamcse woul | blaze away 
m the dneetion cf the fishes, and thus often Milled and wounded one 
«nother A Hay was cape ned cae myghe, bw. was alre dy mowally 
wounded, and only lnvcd one diy 

Tigers weie als giving trouble at this time When there was 
most noise ticy made their appemance, and once they cnrued off two 
men The condition of the Siamese troops was )tlmble, at mght, 
when I thou h well clothed and diy, shiverel with cold, these poor 
people lry on the wet giound w thout my covering; thei: daily rations 
were only 2 few ounces of icc, in addition to whatever they could 
pick up im the forest, yet (here was nove a mum heard or word cf 
complamt Duming the meht they would strag.le into the stockade 
im twos and thiees, Icokin, for something to eat Someti nes they 
might be heard chung ad ealling out to one another to 1ctuin to 
the Taw, the authors of all then troubles, showing as much mdufer 
ence as if they had been dect-stalking 

The general, P11 Lta,, was ncb much better off Tad he not been 
wounded, 16.15 possi le he woull have taken the stockade with a vush, 
‘or he was plucky enough, and T think the men would have followed 
him but he was totally 1iewacitatel ‘Tho days wero sometimes hot, 
uid thae wes a plague of fliegy, ant as he had no protection fiom the 
heat or flies, T gaye him my tint 1 tried to persuade hin to ruse 
the siege and fall bach on Chiong Cwang, whore ho could make hesh 
anangements for supplies T repesented to him that the TWauw would 
ceilamly 1un away in Jus absences, and all he would have to do would 
be to take necessuy precautions wzeinst thei ietua Pais proposal 
shocked him, for he though. the chance of capturing the Taw shoulil 
nol be lost 1 told him, as things were, there was no possubility of 
eaptiuing them, they coull hold ont for a year, as they were well 
stocked with provisions, wl cieas his unhappy followers had nothings 
toecat TI. 1emuned obstinate, and expressed his determination to 
hang on Theie was grcit danger of a body of TIaw coming fiom 
Sob Et, 1n which case his men would have certainly been dispersed 
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with unfortunate results to themselves 1 pr posct that he should 
allow me to go to Muang Lu hy way of Saw i and Sob Et, and low 
Pia Pichu to vecompmy me as he wig the commissioner of Luang

Wr halted for some days at a luge settlement of Meo, between whom 
and the Taw of Tung Chieng Kam there was a close connection 
There were upwaids of 200 representative men of the Kv Che 
tribes ‘These tubes had been goaded imto revolt somo yens 
before, when more than half of them were killed or died fiom 
starvation They ac usually called Ka Che (meaning slaves), and 
then homes aic on the slopes of the mountains all over the Luang 
Pirbang division. ‘They live in communities, and the boundaics 
of village lands arc ichziously respected, bemg always marked whee 
the paths cross  Cleaimes aie cauicd on, and fiom year to year 
lifferent places ac brought unde cultivation, If a village has nob 
sufficient land to allow «f a seven years’ 1olation, some of the com- 
munity me compelled to seek othe. mountain slopes 

Tho tubes ato usuuly Kamu, Kame, Pai, Lamet, Bil, and Ifok, 
At one time they wee issociated only with Luang Prabang, but 
after the icbellion upwa ds of 20,000 scttled im the Nin division 
The teak trade of Siam 1s ewried on chielly by their imeans, ag 
they me stindy and harl-working foresters, content with very 
small icmuneratior, They are all sprit-worshippors, worship con~ 
sisting in paitaking of a liberal feast in the spuit house Running 
down the mi ldle of this house 13 a long fieplace, ove: which gieat 
jOints Of buffilusimeut ate roasted, and tnese mo washel down with 
copious draughts of hone-made spuit, The Ka Che have no 
wutten language A legand icletes that in days gone by the King 
of the Kas visited Luang Pinban,, and thero fonnd houses made 
of buck and moitar Ou ingurmg how the limo was produced, he 
was utformed that 16 was made from the rocks, Returning to his 
people, he suggested thet they should also wy to make lime. The 
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diffienlty was how to beak the lime 1oc<s, the king told them to 
use their kmives, but the only 1esult of £113 was that all the knives 
were destroyed ‘Theroupon the people became eniagel, and slow
